Union. Conviction could 


cost thousands of dollars in fines. 


The indictment was returned 


Friday by a federal grand jury 
at the request of the Juslice De- 
'' parlmcnt. The 12-count 
charge 


accuses Jhe party of failing to 
register by Nov. 20 as required 
by the Subversive Aclivilics Con- 
trol Acl of 1950. The acl was up- 
heljl by Ihe U.S. Supreme Court 
earlier this year after a 10-year 
court battle between the party 
and the government. 


In announcing the action, Atty. 


Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy said the 


parly apparcnlly has been beat- 
ing a hasty 'relrcat underground 
in anlicipation of the indictment. 


Future indictments against par- 


ty officers and party members 
alsgl are possible. The law re- 
quired parly officials lo register 
Nov. 30, which Ihey did nol do. 
Parly members are supposed lo 
register by Dec. 20.

The number of cities and metro- 


politan areas having substantial 
unemployment—upward of G per 
cent of the labor force—declined 
to 60 in November, the depart- 
ment's monthly survey showed. 


This was eight fewer than in 


October, and 41 below the all-time 
high of 101 reported in March and 
April when the recession had its 
heaviest impact, on employment. 


Nine of the 150 major areas 


were rcclassified in November, all 
to ratings indicating less unem- 
ployment and improved job op- 
portunities. 


The department noted that this 


contrasted sharply with Novem- 
ber 
IflfiO, when there were 19 ma- 


jor area changes in classification, 
all of (hem indicating greater un- 
employment.
